peared more  than  600  actors  and  ac- 
tresses at  the  toi)  of  their  respective 
branches  in  the  profession,  with  minor 
actors  and  actresses  filling  super- 
numary  roles.

NIAGARA  FALLS.  N.  Y..  June  2>.— 
With  a  whir  ^f  his  biplane  motor 
drowned  in  the  roar  of  the  cataract, 
and  man  and  machine  momentarily 
obscured  in  spray  and  mist,  Lincoln 
Beachey,  the  California  aviator,  today 
after  circling  aboVe  the  falls,  swooped 
beneath  the  arches  of  the  upper  steel 
bridge  and  down  the  gorge  almost  to 
the  whirlpool.  Rising  again  between 
the  sides  of  the  lower  river,  Beachey 
soared  to  the  Canadian  side  where  he 
made  a  successful  landing.  It  was 
the  first  time  that  a  birdaman  had  cut 
through  the  air  currents  and  mist 
clouds  and  leaping  foam  caused  by 
Niagara  Falls  and  rapids. 

When  he  crossed  the  American 
falls,  he  was  about  2,000  feet  in  the 
air.  In  a  great  sweeping  circle,  h« 
swung  to  the  north  and  over  the 
Horseshoe  falls.  Dropping  as  he 
circled,  on  his  second  circle  he  went 
well  to  the  southwest  before  begin- 
ning his  low  flight  towards  the  upper 
steel  arch  bridge  under  which  he  was 
to  pass.  Swinging  again  to  the  north 
and  travelling  about  fifty  miles  an 
hour,  h^  went  probably  not  more  than 
200  feet  over  the  Horseshoe  and 
through  its  spray. 

Once  over  the  cataract,  he  lowered 
his  plane,  and  rushing  with  the  wind 
estimated  at  sixty  miles  an  nour,  he 
dipped  quickly  under  the  arch.  As  he 
did  so,  he  caught  some  of  the  wash 
off  the  outlet  of  the  power  tunnel, 
which  shoots  over  the  rock  side  of  the 
precipice.  At  no  time  from  his  final 
dip  juntil  he  was  clear  of  the  structure 
was'  the  biplRie  more  than  thirty  feot 
jpibove  the  spume. 

The  apace  through  which  he  flew  Is 
160  feet  high  and  barely  100  feet  from 
side  to  side.  The  distance  from  the 
brink  of  the  falls  to  the  bridge  in 
which  he  made  the  dip  is  about  400 
yards. 

Beachey  will  repeat  the  flight  to- 
morrow. Today's  crowd  was  esti- 
mated   at    150,000    persons.

NEW  YORK,  June  27.— Customs  offl- 
clals  are  seeking  today  evidence  that 
may  bring  to  light  every  phase  of  the 
Jenkins  $300,000  Jewelry  smuggling  case, 
whose  ramifications  are  now  said  to 
involve  a  prominent  New  York  financial 
man. 

The  New  Yorker  is  said  to  have  been 
the  father  of  the  scheme  whereby  goods 
valued  at  nearly  $2,000,000  wore  smug^ 
gled  into  this  country  Two  and  possibly 
more  customs  officers  are  said  to  be  In 
the  plot,  which  had  Us  inception  sev- 
eral years  ago.  These  officers  received. 
It  is  said.  $100  for  every  trunk  they 
passed  with  only  a  casual  Inspection. 
The  New  Yorker  not  only  was  able  to 
smuggle  valuable  goods,  including  much 
Jewelry  for  himself,  but  thousands  of 
dollars  of  dutiable  stuff  for  others,  who 
became  In  UUiiUMi^^  Obligated  to  him.

LOS  ANGELES,  June  -27.— The  pros 
ecuticn  arranged  a  stage  setting  in  the 
McNamara  dynamite  consjulracy  case 
today  that  had  unexpectedly  dramatic 
effects.  They  confronted  Mrs.  Or  tie  E. 
Mc'Manlgal  with  her  husband,  one  of  the 
accused  conspirators,  in  an  ante  room 
of  the  grand  Jury  chamber,  and  before 
the  Interview  she  had  fallen  in  a  swoon. 
Lntor  when  she  emerged,  hysterical, 
from  the  ordeal,  Attorney  Joseph  Scott, 
an  associate  of  Clarence  S.  Darrow  in 
the  defence  of  the  McNamara  brothers, 
rushed  among  the  detectives  surround- 
ing her,  and  brandlsUlng  clenched  fists, 
swept  them  aside  with  threats  of  vio- 
lence if  they  did  not  cease  "hounding 
this  woman." 

According  ttf  the  detectives,  the  Object 
of  the  interview  was  to  have  McManlgal 
Induce   his   wife   to  change   her  littltudo, 
and  abandon  the  defence. 

In  accordance  with  pre-arranged  plans 
Mrs.  McManlgal  was  taken  before  the 
grand  Jury  to  be  told  that  she  was  not 
exempt  from  testifying  against  the  Mc- 
Namarn  brothers!  on  the  ground  that  she 
might  incriminate  her  husband.  She  was 
also  informed  that  by  refusing  to  tell 
what  she  Is  believed  to  know  of  the 
disaster  to  the  Los  Angeles  Times  build- 
ing she  laid  herself  liable,  to  a  Jail 
sentence  for  contempt  and  to  possible 
prosecution  as  an  accomplice  in  the  al- 
leged plot. 

Hardly  had  she  entered  the  Jury  room 
before  her  husband,  who  Is  alleged  to 
have  confessed,  was  taken  from  his  cell 
In  the  county  Jail  by  four  officers  and 
escorted  to  an  ante  room  of  the  Jury's 
chamber. 

When  McManlgal  made  his  appear- 
ance, Clarence  Darrow,  Joseph  Scott  and 
Lecomte  Davis,  attorneys  for  the  Mc- 
Namara brothers,  and  at  present  acting 
for  Mrs.  McManlgal,  were  visibly  sur- 
.  prised. 

They  said  they  could"  only  sufcjjilse 
what  the  unexpected  move  on  the  part 
of  the  prosecution  meant.  They  de- 
clared they  thought  it  would  result  In 
McManlgal  appearing  before  the  Jurors 
while  his  wife  was  on  the  stand  and  tell- 
ing her  that  he  waived  all  right  as 
far  as  her  testifying  against  him  was 
concerned. 

It  developed  later,  however,  that  while 
the  attorneys  for  the  defense  who  re- 
mained outside  the  grand  jury  room  all 
the  time  Mrs.  McManlgal  was  within, 
that  McManlgal  was  not  taken  before 
the  grand  Jury  at  all.  When  his  wife 
had  been  before  that  body  for  a  brief 
period,  she  was  taken  into  the  ante 
room  and  left  alone  with  her  husband 
who.  It  was  asserted  by  Burns'  deteo- 
I  tlves,  pleaded  with  her  to  align  herself 
jwith  the  prosecution,  telling  her  that 
she  would  be  well  provided '  for.

WASHINGTON,  JSme  27.— The  tension 
in  the  senate  over  the  rsclproc^y  meas- 
ure was  emphasized  by  Incidents  that 
occurred  in  the  confused  proceedings 
of  today.  The  session  began  with  an 
unsuyjcessful  attempt  by  Chairman  Pen- 
rose of  tlie  llnance  convmlltee  to  se- 
cure an  agreement  for  a  vote  on  re- 
ciproelly  on  July  24,  on  the  wool  bill 
on  July  26  and  on  the  free  list  bill 
on  July   28. 

Friends  of  reciprocity  will  insist  up- 
on coupling  all  three  measures  in  any 
agreement  to  vote. 

After  refusing   to   permit  such   an   ar- 
rangement,   the   opnonents   of      the      re- 
ciprocity   bill    allowed    that    measure    to 
advance   one      Important     parliamentary 
step  before  they  reaii»ed  what  had  hap- 
pened.   For    a    quarter    of    an    hour    the 
senate   was   In  executive   session.   At   its 
conclusion.  Jio"  one  being  ready  to  speak 
on   the  measure,   and  following  the  par- 
liamentary   custom    of    that   body,    Vice- 
President    Sherman   announced    that    the 
bill    would    be    reported    from    the    com- 
mittee of  the  whole  to  the  senate. 

The  bin  actually  pasaed  through  all 
the  stages  of  being  reported  to  the 
senate  before  the  members  reaUsed 
what   was   gomg  on. 

While  under  consideration  in  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  the  measure  could  be 
amended,  but  could  not  be  voted  upon. 
In  the  senate  it  could  be  brought  to 
a  final  vote  at  any  time.  Senaitor  Nel- 
son, Brislow,  Olapp  and  Bailey  joined  in 
the  protest  that  arose  when  It  was 
found   what   had   happened  to  the  bill. 

At  first  Senartor  Penrose  objected  to 
having  the  measure  reinstated  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  He  said  the  senate 
had  shown  no  disposition  to  hurry  con- 
sideration of  the  bill,  and  had  rejected 
his  proposal  for  a  deflnkte  time  for  a 
vote  on  the  measure.  He  therefore 
thought    no    backward    step    should    bo 

taken.

The  past  few  weeks  have  witnessed 
a  revolution  in  the  Victoria  real  estate 
market.      Within   that   period    of   time 
real   estate  deals,  news   of   which   was 
obtainable,   amounted   to   more   than   a 
million    and   a    half    dinars    In    Inside 
property     alone.      Besides     these   one 
may  estimate  what  may  be  added  for 
the  deals  which  were  not  reported  and 
for   deals    In    low-price    properties    ex- 
changing at  less  than  $5,000.      Buying 
was  steady  all  week  and  attention  was 
not  restricted  to  one  part  of  the  city. 
For  this  reason  It  cannot  be  said  that 
the   movement   was   the   result   of   any 
one  combination  of  circumstances.     Of 
course,  the  announcement  of  the  pur- 
chase  of   a   site   for    the    Hudson    Bay 
Company's  store  on  Douglas  street  hud 
the  effect  of  quickening  the  pace  and 
raising    values    in    that    vicinity,    but 
during  the  first  part  of  last  week  and 
the  latter   part   of   the   week   before   a 
great    deal      of    property      on    Douglas 
street  in   the   vicinity  of  the  Fountain 
changed  hand.s  at  good  figures. 

Last  week  was  Inaugurated  v.lth  a 
scries  of  deals  on  Government  street, 
between  Chinatown  and  Queen's  ave- 
nue. In  the  first  two  days  a  large 
amount  of  property  was  purchased  in 
that  area  and  throughout  the  week  a 
number  of  deals  went  through,  In  sev- 
eral instances  at  substanti£\l  advances 
over  the  prices  paid  earlier  In  the  week. 
This  buying  was  made  brisker  by  a 
blanket  order  from  a  large  Winnipeg 
real  estate  firm  authorizing  the  recipi- 
ents to  purchase  any  good  property  on 
Douglas  as  far  out  as  Bay  street,  at  a 
flat  figure  ppr  foot 

SzceUent  Prospects 
The  latter  part  of  last  week  saw 
some  good  buys  made  In  the  vicinity 
of  Blanchard  street  and  on  the  borders 
of  the  area  defined  by  Blanchard, 
Douglas.  Fisguard  and  Pandora  ave- 
nue. The  week  closed  with  excellent 
prospects  for  the  Immediate  future,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  this  season  Is  or- 
dinarily rather  slack  In  the  realty 
buslne.ss.  The  city  is  not  In  the  throes 
<,f  a  "boom,"  but  is  enjoying  the  steady, 
progressive  prosperity  incited  by  ii 
new.  era  of  civic  development,  a  brand 
of  prosperity  that  does  not  die  out. 

There  Is  a  steady  demand  for  good 
house  properties  ,and  houses  to  rent 
arc  so  scarce  that  th^re  is  consftant  In-

The    number    of    people    who    be- 
lieve   they   are      saving      money   by 
going  around    the   real  estate  agent 
and  dealing  direct  With   the  owner. 
Is   legion.     Yet,  In   the  main,   there 
never    was    a    greater    fallacy    than 
that  contained  In  this  Idea.     In  i.he 
first    place,    the    real    estate    agent 
fills  a  definite  and   useful   place  In 
a    community's     business   economy. 
He   Is      not  a   producer     In    the    re- 
stricted  sense   of   the    term   but    he 
contributes   to   production     perhaps 
as  much  as.  If  not  more,   than  any 
other  single  type  of  business  man. 
Therefore,    he  Is   Just   as   deserving 
of  his  commission  for  the  work  he 
performs  in  bringing  together  buyer 
and  seller  as  Is  the  retail  merchant. 
Going   around    the   agent  In   buying 
a   piece   of      real    estate      Is    pretty 
much  on   a  par  with   trying   to  cut 
the  profits  out  of  the  comer  grocer 
by    dealing   direct   with    the   whole- 
saler.     In    either   case     It   Is  quite 
permissible  If  one  Is  built  that  way 
and   in   both   cases   one   Is  likely   to 
come   out   at    the   small  end   of    the 
horn   after  all   his  pains.     This  ap- 
plies  more   particularly    to   real   es- 
tate.    Instance  after  Instance  might 
be  cited  to  prove  that  a  reliable  real 
estate  Mrent  will  use  his  best  Judg- 
ment,   his    experience  and    his    dls- 
crlmlnatlon    to    secure   for   a   client 
the  best  his  money  will  buy.      The 
average  man  who  Invests  In  a  piece 
of  property  once  or  twice  In  a  life- 
time Is   not   In  a  position   to  know 
comparative  values  or  to  study  the 
hundred  and  one  things  that  tend  to 
make  certain  property  good  buying 
and  other  property  bad  buying.     It 
Is    the   real  estate   agent's  business 
to  be  familiar  with  all   those  facts 
and,    In    going    to    him    and    citing 
Ills   wants  and  the  price  he  wishes 
to  pay,  the  purchaser  Is  a  thousand 
times  more  sure  of  obtaining  value 
for  his  money  than  If  he  went  di- 
rect to  an  owner  and  paid  the  price 
the    latter    asked. 
Again,   when  a  purchaser  ijaslres 
a    piece      of      property,    a    bouse,    a 
building   site.   In  a   certain   locality 
it  will  invariably  profit  him  to  pay 
the  agent  his   legal   commission  for 
the  benefit  of  his  advice  as  regards 
present'   values      and    future    pros- 
pects   In    tire   locality    In    question. 
Whertas.  by     operating     personally 
a.nrl   direct   the   purchaser   would  be 
r«alrloled   In   his   choice,   by   dealing 
through   agents  be   would   have    the 
choice   of   practically   all    the   prop- 
erty  for  sale  or   obtainable     In  the 
locality    desired.      Naturally,    as    In 
other  lines    of    business,    there   are 
private   purchasers     who   are    In    a 
position  to  deal  advantageously  for 
themselves    direct    with    the   owners 
but    as   a   general   rule    the    average 
purcbaaer  of  real   estate  Is   well  ad- 
vised   to  make   bis   deals   through  a 
reliable    agent,   of    which    there    are 
many  in  Victoria.

|tjOn  Thursday  the  ratepayers  will  be 
called  upon  to  vote  upon  a  bylaw  to 
authorize  the  borrowing  of  1160,000  to 
be  expended  In  a  suitable  wall  for  the 
preservation  of  the  foreshore  from 
Clover  Point  to  the  point  where  St. 
Charles  street  meets  the  shore  line.  The 
Intention  is  to  expend  the  money  so  as 
to  provide  a  wide  enough  space  to  con- 
tinue the  shore  drive  as  far  as  St. 
Charles  street,  where  It  will  unite  with 
the  streets  In  the  new  subdivision  east 
of  Ross  Bay.  This  of  itself  Is  a  valu- 
able Improvement,  but  it  is  not  the 
weightiest  argument  in  favor  of  the 
proposed   loan. 

The  condition  of  the  bank  in  front 
of  the  Cemetery  Is  such  that  steps  must 
at  once  be  taken  to  protect  It.  Graves 
are  already  exposed  and  the  encroach- 
ment of  the  sea  upon  the  bank  is  rapid 
and  steady.  It  Is  said  that  the  work 
will  cost  136,000  more  this  year  than 
It  would  have  cost  last  year  owing  to 
the  greater  amount  of  filling  that  -wlU 
have  to  be  done,  tnai  is  if  the  niiUiji 
has  to  be  pJald  for.  If  another  winter 
passes  without  protection  being  afforded, 
not  only  will  many  graves  be  washed 
away,  but  the  inevitable  work  of  pre- 
vention will  cost  no  one  can  toll  In 
advance  how  much  more.  The  work  is 
therefore  an  absolute  ineoesalty,  -  and 
the  ratepayet-s 'will  be  culpable  In  the 
extreme   If  they  do  not  authorize  It. 

There  will   fee  an  advantage  In  doing 
the   work   this   year,    for  It  can  be   more 
cheaply  done   than   at  a  later  time.   Un- 
der the  contract  with  the  Canadian  Min- 
eral Rubber  company  the  City  Engineer 
has    the   right    to   direct   where   the    ma-     „ 
terial    removed   in  the  course   of   street-     tl 
making    shall    be    placed,    and    there    Is 
a     very     large     amount      that     can     be 
better    placed    In    front     of      Ross      Bay 
Cemetery    than   elsewhere.        Hence    the 
cost   of    the   fllllng,   which   would   other- 
wise be  a  very  serious  Item  of  expense, 
will    be   reduced    to    a   minimum    if   not 
wiped    out    altogether    If    the    work     Is 
done    this    year.    It    is    the    intention    of 
the  city   authorities.   If  the  loan  is  au- 
thorized,   to    concentrate    their      efforts 
this   summer  upon   the  bank  immediate- 
ly In  front  of  the  Cemetery.   The  work 
will  be  carried  as  far  west  as  the  sea- 
son -will  permit,  but  the  first  thing  done 
will    be   to   protect   the  Cemetery.    Read- 
ers are  referred  to  me  letter  of  Alder- 
men   Langley    and    Peden,    a    committee 
of  the  council,  which  appears  in  today's 
issiie. 

It  ought  to  be  unnecessary  to  urge 
the  ratepayers  to  support  the  proposed 
bylaw,  and  we  do  not  believe  it  Will 
be  when  the,  Imperative  character  of 
the   proposed   work   Is   fully   understood. 


Early  in  the  present  month  our  even- 
ing contemporary  devoted  a  good  deal 
of  space  to  the  land  policy  prevailing 
In  British  Columbia,  with  special  ref- 
erence to  the  lands  of  the  Kort  Fraser 
Ijand  Company.

Bowser's  firm  are  solicitors,  would  have 
had  to  pay  $2.50  per  acre  at  least  more 
by  reason  of  the  first  order  than  had 
been  contemplated  and  therefore  bene- 
fited by  the  second  order  to  that  extent, 
and  the  Inference  which  was  drawn  by 
our  contemporary  was  that  Mr.  Bowser 
had  been  Instrumental  In  securing  the 
second  order  In  the  Interests  of  his 
clients, 

That  the  case,  as  advanced  by  our 
contemporary  as  a  ground  of  attack 
primarily  upon  the  Attorney-General  and 
next  upon  the  government  as  a  whole 
may  be  understood,  we  may  refresh  our 
readers'  memory  as  to  the  orders-in- 
councU.

Tho  third   is   the  piece 
de  resistance  of  Its   criticism.   Speaking 
at   Winnipeg  Mr.   Borden   exprPHSprl   him- 
self   as     favorable    to     the    appointment 
of    ft    tariff    coir.miaalon    and    aald    that 
"the    tariff    should    be   based    upon   busi- 
ness   principles    which    would    nppeal    to 
common    sense,    reason      and      fnlrnes!?." 
This  attitude  of  the  Conservative  leader 
does    not    please    our    contemporary,    be- 
cauM  Mr.   Borden  does  not  say  wheth".r 
he  wants  the  revision  upwards  or  down- 
wards.   It   loses   sight   of   the   fact    that 
Mr.   Borden   Is   not  proposing   any   revl- 
•lon.   but  only   that   the    tariff   ■^H   be 
t&hen    «wt   »'   poHtlcB.   where   it  n«cc«-

company  holds  lands  for  which  appllca- 
ons  were  made  In  the  names  of  sixty- 
six  persons.     All  these/aJ^sJIcatlons  had 
been   made   and   perf^led  ^d    the    first 
payment  of  50   cents  an  acre  had  been 
made    to    the    government    before     the 
making  of  the  first  order-ln-councH.  The 
several  applicants  had  nothing  more  to 
do    than    make    the    deferred    payments, 
which  would    be  at    the    rate    either   of 
$2.50  or  $6.00  per  acre  as  the  case  might 
be.     The  price  of   thle  land   was  in   no 
way    affected    by     the     order-in-councll 
Increasing    prices.      We   give    the    first 
and  last  dates  of  the  allowance  of  the 
several  applications.     The  first  was  ap- 
proved   on    May    6,    1910    and '  the    last 
on  February  15,  1911.     The  majority  of 
the  applications   were  dealt   with   prior 
to   July    31.    1911.      The   order-ln-councll 
increasing  the  price  was  made  on  April 
8.    1911.     Here    then    Is  absolute    proof 
that  the  order  did  not  affect  the  lands 
of   the  cornpany   and    hence    the  second 
order  did  not  affect  them,  and  hence  Mr. 
Bowser  was  not  acting  in  the   Interest 
of  the  company  for  which  his  firm  are 
solicitors    In    assenting    to    the    second 
order.     Hence  also  our  evening  contem- 
porary stands  convicted  of  fcross  slander 
and  misrepresentation.    It  will  not  with- 
draw Us  InslnuatlonB  against  Mr,  Bow- 
ser.    What   it   chooses  to  regard   as   Its 
principles. Will  not  permit  it  to  acknowl- 
edge error.

Is  the  vexing  ques- 
tion which  has  rested  unsettled  for  the 
past  five  months  by  the  BriUsh  Colum- 
bia Life  Bbai^atjsiMiltttlon.    ^^  ^"^  jntan- 
tlme,   while   nothing   in    the   matter    has 
been  done  on  tho  life  boat,  the  only  one 
ownefl  by  the  associutiop,  has  been  lying 
idle  at  the  north  end  of  the  causeway. 
Yesterday  morning  the  boat  had  settled 
down   in  the  mud  at  low   tide    between 
two  plies,  the  position  and  the  surround- 
ings of  which  would  make  It  very  dlf- 
flcult.

Proposals  for  the  reconstrucyon(of 
the  Old  Folk.s'  Homo  buildings  nel».r 
the  city  of  Kamloops,  which  have  been"^ 
under  consideration  by  Hon.  Dr.  Young 
during  some  weeks"  past,  have  now 
taken  definite  form  in  the  approval  of 
the  plans  .submitted  by  Architect 
Owens,  of  this  city,  and  the  issuance 
of  instructions  to  him  to  proceed  willi 
the  preparation,  of  detail  plans  nnA 
speclflcations  for  the  east  wing,  which 
will  be  the  First  portion  of  the  group 
of  new  buildings  to  bo  undertaken, 
and  which  It  is  hoped  to  complete  dur- 
ing the  current  season. 

The    plans    submitted    show    a    very 
effective  and  original  treatment  of  the 
group  of  buildings,  the  front  elevation 
being  particularly  pleasing  and  having 
an    imposing     central^    tower,    flanked 
respectively    by    chapel    and    receiving 
room,  as  its  distinctive  features.      The 
main   entrance   Is    through    the   central 
tower,    and    It    Is    estimated    that    the 
total    cost    of    the    group    of    buildings 
will     approximate   $125,000,   while     the 
east   wing,   to    be   built   this   year,   will 
Involve   an  expenditure  of  about   $30,- 
000.      All  should  be  completed  by  1913. 
The  plans     provide  for   two     storey 
groups      of    buildings    capable     of    ac- 
commodating about  155  inmates,  while 
It    is   .suggested    that   a   detached    hos- 
pital  building  Phall   occupy  a  position 
in    rear    of    the    main    structure.       The 
home  at  present  is  accommodating  8" 
inmateM,  while  there  are  half  a  dozen 
more  on  the  waiting  list.

The      merely 
trading    nation    denudes       Its    resources 
and   Is   the  ^rvant  of  all.   but  the   pro- 
ducing   nation    Is    master   of   the   world. 
That    Is    at    once    the    weakr.eso    of    the 
English    system    of   free    trade,   and   the 
strongest  argument  for  a  protective  tar- 
iff to  stimulate  home  manufactures  and 
native    Industries.        Canada      has      un- 
equaled    natural    advantage?    to    enable 
her    to    become    a    great    manufacturing 
nation.      At    present,    however,      she    is 
i  mainly    consuming   the   bounties    of   na- 
ture.     And   It   Is.    therefore.    vS^Il    to   re- 
member that  only  the  producer  Is  self- 
supporting.      I   look  forward   on   my    re- 
turn  to  tho  homeland  to  do  my  part  In 
pleading  for  British  capital  to  stimulate 
Canadian    Industries,    that    she    may    be 
the  great  supply  stores  of  the  Empire." 
PoUoy  of  Display. 
"Wha.t  do  you  think  of  the  Canadian 
governmenfB    attitude    on    reciprocity?" 
Mr.  Paget  was  asked. 

"With  its  usual  'honesty'  the  Lib- 
eral party  la  accustomed  tj  display," 
said  Mr.  Paget  satirically,  "it  has  been 
attempting  to  prejudice  the  antl-rocl- 
proclty  campaign  by  trying  to  make 
out  that  the  Conservative  party  at  homo 
If  In  power,  would  prevent  Canada 
making  a  treaty  with  tjl©  United  States. 
This  is,  of  course,  ^terly  fadse  and 
Indeed  absurd,  for  a^ou  know  no  home 
government  has  rtSwer  to  interfere  In 
such  a  treaty,  'TOW*  wished  to. 

StlU.  you  c^  take  a  Liberal  gov- 
ernment to  theSountry,  but  you  cant 
make  It  think.  While  the  Conservatives 
at  home  woxfld  be  the  flrat  to  resent, 
any  Interference  with  .  the  Dominion's 
autonomy  In  such  matters.; the  party 
regrets  that  ouV  oversea  I)omlnlon  is 
being  compelted  to  make  a  treaty  with 
a  foreign  power.  Such,  we  also  feel 
strongly,  will  add  considerably  to  the 
difficulties  of  achieving  Impgrlal  pref- 
erence throughout  the  Empire.  At  the 
same  time  if  American  reciprocity 
comes  about  our  party  realizes  that 
England  has  only  herself  to  thank,  by 
rpturnlng  a  Liberal  government  which 
has  consistently  refused  to  ma-t  the 
Dominions   In   aiiy   tariff  agreernent." 

"I  am.  however,  hopeful  that  the  Im- 
perial Conference  now  sitting  In  Lon- 
don." added  Mr.  Pagei.  "will  And  a 
means  of  advancing  the  Ideal  of  Imperial 
preference,  and  »hat  tn«  ;*l8h  of  Lord 
Roaebery  will  be  realized  'that  In  this 
Imperial  Conference  ar*  the  germs  from 
which  to  form  the  most  august  parlia- 
ment tho  world  has  ever  seen.*  "

The  prosecution  completed  Ita  evidence 
ycaterdiiy  al'ternoon  in  the  ta»e  brouKht 
by  Commsinder  Vivian,  heatl  of  thu  naval 
station  heru  aguin-st  .lohn  Day,  of  JCs- 
ciulmult,  charged  with  liavlng  been  In 
posaeMsion  of  nuval  store-s.  paint  and 
e-ttndles,  which  had  been  stolen.  IcnowlnK: 
the  same  to  have  been  so  stolen.  This 
morning  the  defence  will  argue  that  as 
there  has  not  been  Humdent  evidence 
submitted  to  warrant  ther  accused  belns- 
committed  for  trial,  the  case  a^alnsl  him 
.should  be  dlKmlsfed.  Should  Iho  magis- 
trate hold  that  the  case  should  be  car- 
ried to  a  higher  court  the  evidence  for 
the  defence  will  be  introduced. 

Yesterday's  evidence  was  chiefly  a 
repetition  of  that  submitted  In  the  case 
brought  against  Messrs.  Spratt  and 
Houston,  of  the  Victoria  Machinery  De- 
pot Fbw.  11"  any.  new  points  were 
brought  out. 

Bullock,  the  Informer,  upon  whose  in- 
formation the  charges  arising  out  of  the 
seizure  by  the  customs  authorities  at  the 
premises  of  the  Machinery  Depot,  have 
been  based,  was  recaUed  to  testify  as  to 
whether  the  boxes  produced  in  court  as 
exhibits  had  contained  candles  purchas- 
ed by  the  company  from  Day,  and  If  any 
candles  had  been  purchased  f'-om  any- 
one, whUe  he  was  In  the  employ  of  the  j 
company,  other  than  Day. 

Witness  stated  that  tha  only  candles 
the  company  used  at  Its  works  were 
similar  to  those  secur^a  from  Day. 

George  Henshaw.  a  youth  formerly 
engaged  at  the  Victoria  Machinery  De- 
pot last  year  for  six  months,  testified 
that  some  of  the  boxes  In  which  candles 
had  been  kept  were  marked  by  a  yellow 
band  and  by  the  name  of  H.  M.  S.  Shear- 
water, or  H.  M.  S.  Egerla  or  ^.  M.  S. 
Algerlne. 

Mr.  Henderson:  That  settles  It  Bul- 
lock swore  that  those  very  boxes  were 
the  ones  In  which  no  candles  taken  from 
Day  w«re  contained. 

Mr.  Helmckan,  referring  to  Mr. 
Pooley's  Questions,  objected  strongly  to 
Ktatements  by  the  latter  tending  to  con- 
nect Day  with  the  candles  seized  at  the 
Victoria  Machlner>'  Depot.  'There^  is 
nothing  to  show  that  Mr.  Day  was  con- 
nected with  those  goods,'-  claimed  Mr. 
Helmcken. 

Magistrate  J»y:  O'Jlte  right.  Thcr« 
Is  no  evidence  to  date  to  show  anything 
else  than  that  Day  told  Buuock  he  was 
going  to  bring  something  to  the  depot, 
but  what  that  was  must  still  be  proved. 
Mr.  Poolcy:  Well.  We  may  be  doing 
everything  wrongly,  but  we  are  doing  It 
In  our  own  way. 

The  witness,  Henshaw,  stated  he  had 
not  seen  any  of  the  boxes  brought  to  the 
store  room  at  the'  depot,  and  did  not 
know  whence  they  came. 
Seized  Faint 
Provincial  Constable  Cox  told  of  go- 
infr  to  the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot  and 
making  a  seizure  of  some  tins  of  paint. 
There  were  seven  tins,  which  he  Identi- 
fied when  i)roduced  in  court 

William  ICtheridge,  another  former 
employee  of  the  Victoria  Mnrhinery  De- 
pot, who  left  about  the  end  of  May,  did 
not  know  what  had  been  done  with  the 
Ciindlci  at  the  works. 

Charles  John  Savage,  bookkeeper  at 
the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot,  stated 
he  did  aot  see  tho  goods,  which  Bullock 
claimed  had  been  secured  from  Day.' He 
remembered  some  goods  secured  from 
Day,  being  paid  for  by  the  company. 
The  Invoice  of  the  goods  showed  that 
19  cases  of  candies.  700  pounds  of  paint, 
73  tins  of  palm  and  23  cases  of  candles 
had  been  pureha.sed  for  the  .sum  of  $377. 
Wltnees  remembered  taking  two  cheavic? 
on  April  29  to  the  collector  of  custom.-?. 
Kach  was  for  the  sum  of  $1,000.  one 
made  out  by  the  Machinery  Depot  com- 
pany, and  the  other  by  Mr.  Day.  He 
Identllled  a  cheque  for  $377  issued  by  tho 
company  In  favor  of  Mr.  Day. 

To  Mr.  Henderson  witness  stated  that 
the  penciled  date,  "Sept.  13,"  on  the  In- 
voice, had  apparently  been  written  by 
Bullocic.  He  did  not  think  there  was 
I  any  date  on  the  invoice  other  than  that. 
Day's  bill  had  not  been  paid  for  a  month 
or  more,  because  It  had  not  been  passed 
by  the  storekeeper,  Bullock,  who  had 
claimed  that  half  the  goods  were  dried 
up  and  useless.  Finally  the  bill  was 
pasfed  and  paid. 

BnUock  Tola  Him 
Detecti*-*!  Carlow  told  of^oing  to  the 
Victoria  :Machlnery  Depot*,  and  aiding  in 
the  .search.  Three  candles  were  found  in 
the  Htore  room  on  a  rafter  high  up  in 
one  corner.  Wiine.«s  found  them,  Bul- 
lock telling  him  where  to  look  for  them. 
Bullock  at-tiiat  lime  had  .<?omc  conver- 
■eation  with  Mr.  Houston,  who  accused 
Bullock  of  putting  the  candles  where 
they   were  found,  i;,.'^© -two-got  into  a 

licated  argument,  j^  '-,  «l-j.J  :' ..'  -  •  '  ' 
Provincial  ConstftWe  Tftitiwoocly  also 
toslllied  to  joinlnic  in  the  search  for 
candles,  iind  llndinR  .^ome  -short  ends  in 
the  engine  repairing  dciiartment. 

This  concluded  the  evidence  for  the 
prosecution.  Mr.  H.  Dallas  .'helmcken, 
for  the  defence,  asked  that  an  adjourn- 
in^t  might  l>e  had. until  this  mornlnsr, 
wjirn  he  would  present  his  arghmont  j 
I  hat  as  there  had  been  no  case  made  out 
Hfcalnst  the  accused  the  case  should  be 
dlsnii.ssed.  If  the  mnglstrate  ruled 
othcrwl.se  he  wotild  he  prepared  to  pro- 
iceed  and  submit  evidence  on  liehalf  of  his 
client.
